High Heat Wave 


in East Sends 


Fruit Price Up 


Exceptionally hot weather at 


many large eastern distributing 
points caused o'range and lemon 
prices to shoot upward during 
the past two weeks, bringing 
unprecedented prices for July, 
Manager W; M. Griswold of the 
Covina Exchange said this week. 


Tne heat wave, which has been 


more severe in the east than 
even ordinarily is to be expect- 
ed, was also accompanied by a 
lack of fresh fruits in the mar- 
ket in quantities to meet the de- 
mand, he said. The market was

fruits, and the Georgia peach 
crop, which had matured with 
unusual rapidity this year, was 
out of the way, with Delaware 
peaches not yet dominating the 
market.

DELAWARE RIVER, BRIDGE 


LONGEST IN THE WORLD 


Another great advance in modern 


bridge building came with the open- 
ing of the Delaware river suspension 
bridge last year, connecting Cainden 
and Philadelphia. 


Back in January, ]!)22. work was 


started on this giant suspension pro- 
ject and for four and one-half years 
it was in the process of construction. 
When opened for public use it was 
acclaimed one of the greatest, if not 
the greatest, bridge building accom- 
plishment of all time, it being the 
longest and largest suspension bridge 
in the world. 


This bridge has a total length, in 


eluding plazas, of 9,750 feet; the 
main span is 1,750 feet long, and the 
height of its towers above the Dela 
ware river is 385 feet. 


The bridge is supported by two 


main cables, each having a diameter 
of

As the day advanced it grow hotter 
nnd suspicious clouds fringed 
the 


horizon. 
A concrete house

tourists accommodations and we juill- 
't d in after making 
HOO miles, and 


we learned later to' appreciate that 
Lome, for a terrific storm came up 
and the lightning was terrible. We 
did not. know how serious it was un- 
til the next day, when we saw many 
buildings wrecked and trees torn and 
twisted. Progress was more or less 
delayed by the trees blown across 
the road. 


We learned that this was not un- 


usual and the corn was badly beat up 
by the hail, which knocked off two- 
thirds of the foliage on the trees. 
This was the third cyclone we came 
near getting into and we began to 
look with suspicion on that brand of 
eastern weather. 


At Clinton we crossed the Mis- 


sissippi into Iowa, the land of corn. 
3owa furnished us more detours than 
all the other states put together, and 
•some of them were not to our liking. 
Crops were backward and only when 
•we got into the western part of the 
state did we find crops normal. The 
*econd day we made Marshalltown 
and spent the night with a brother- 
in-law. The next day we made Coun- 
cil Bluffs, and that 
ended Iowa. 


Here we crossed the muddy Missouri, 
\vhich was very high and busy chang- 
ing its course. It is no fun owning 
-a farm on the banks of this turbu- 
lent river.

More than one farmer 


las had this happen to him, 


Nebraska is a long state and we 


took three days to cross it. 
The 


eastern part of the state has good 
iarra buildings and furnished evi- 
dence that at some time in the past 
it had boon prosperous, but unpaint- 
cd buildings told us that they were 
not doing so well now. The tragedy 
of unhoused machinery was seen 'ail 
along the way. Toward the west irri- 
gation is practiced and this falies 
the clement of chance out of the 
game. 


We did not get much of a kick 


out of Wyoming. As wo approached 
the mountains they irrigate and got 
fair crops, but there are miles of it 
that never had a plow in it and wo 
often drove forty miles without a 
sign of human habitation. In wet 
weather the roads got soapy and you 
travel in about every direction but 
•the one in which you want to go. 
The natural roadbed when properly 
ncraped is not bad. but one better 
keep off it when it rains. 


At Cheyenne we found some evi- 


dences of the old 'frontier days, but

The tube that runs the 
windshield wiper had worn until it 
developed a healthy leak and when 
that hole was stopped I gave myself 
credit for about $'25 and went on my 
way rejoicing. 


At Suit Lake City we tarried f 


while just for the privilege of ex- 
ceeding the speed limits in those 
wide 
streets. 
Brighaui 
certainly 


builded better than he knew when 
he laid that city out. We took a 
bath in the lake and I visited a 
bunch of 61d friends and had a 
chance to get acquainted with the 
best drinking water on the trip. Here 
I bought a couple of heavy-duty tire: 
and huiig them on the back end, in- 
tending to put them on at the first 
stop. When I stopped at Richfield I 
discovered that one of my best tires 
had quit me somewhere along the 
road and I was out a new casing, 
inner tube and rim. I invested in 
another casing and discovered that 
tires had gone up considerably since 
morning. At Kanab we took a side 
trip to Bryce canyon, a distance of 
twenty miles. 


I could not describe this great 


natural wonder, but if any motorist 
ever gets near it he will be well re- 
paid for the drive in over wonde"rful 
roads. At Fredonia we made another 
84-mile drive into the north rim of 
the Grand canyon through CO miles 
of Kabal forests. 
We saw many 


deer on the way and the timber is 
alive with them. Last year they 
made an effort to herd some of them 
out of this forest, but without suc- 
cess. There are altogether too many 
in there and I have been told that it 
will be thrown open to hunters this 
year. If this is true, one need not 
be long- in getting- the limit there. 


Southern Utah furnisn.es a varied 


and wonderful scenery and is well 
worth a trip to see. You get a bet- 
ter view of the canyon from this 
side than you do from the south, 
but it. is a climb and gas is 50 cents 
per gallon after you reach Fredonia. 


From Fredonia we motored to St. 


George and over a rather bum road 
and \\6 found, the^ Dix.i.ev of Utah 
some liot.7 'nflfe were ailvisefl to lay 
over here and drive during the night 
time, but I wondered how we could 
be comfortable while we waited for 
:he sun to go down, and after holding 
a council of war we. voted to push on 
to Las Vegas. 
We arrived there 


about quitting time and everything 
was red hot. We stopped in a tour- 
ist camp, which looked like our best 
bet, and we tried to sleep, but with 
very little success. About 2 a.m. we 
decided that sleep was out of the 
question, so we got on our way with 
50 miles of freshly-graveled roads to 
negotiate. I shall never forget Ne- 
vada and that piece of road. It was 
impossible to make speed and about 
15 miles was our limit. When day- 
light came we had just finished it. 
The sun came up in all its desert 
fury and the air was so hot we had 
to close the windows to keep it from

A couple of days like the lost (wo 


of our journey puts one in a frame 
of mind to appreciate home, and we 
certainly were glad when the "Good 
Luck" ranch appeared in sight. 


It was a wonderful trip. I would 


not discourage anyone from taking 
it, but if it were possible I would 
plan to make my escape around that 
inferno California in putting on just 
at this time of year, as an initiation 
to the best place on earth. On our 
way east we did not mind the heat, 
but it is no place for comfort during 
the torrid season. A trip such as we 
took is an education if one cares to 
learn, but I fear there are a lot 
that do not get the most out of it: 
There are some grave problems con- 
fronting our supposedly prosperous 
nation. The farmer is unmercifully 
exploited and is having a hard time 
making a go of it. Those winning at 
the game are putting in long hours 
and rigid economy is the price he 
pays for what he wins at the game. 
On the farm where I was raised, Dad 
made a good living by tilling the 
200 acres he owned. It is now owned 
by a widow and she tells me that 
every year she runs behind. 


The farming game is a hard graft. 


On this farm the tenant gets up at 
4 a.m. and starts milking and feed- 
ing the hogs. After breakfast the 
wife goes out with a team and with 
her husband toils until she has to 
go in and prepare lunch. In the af 
ternoon it is the same thing. Near 
there is a big factory that employs 
7500 hands and 
the 
farmer 
boy 


leaves dad to fight it out alone and 
he goes to the factory, where he 
gets the shorter hours and bigger 
pay. 
In many instances the land is 


not farmed, for if they have to hire 
hedp they have to ,put up with the 
help that the factory will not have, 
and the workers come to the farmer 
with the idea that he must give 
them the sa.nie hours and pay they 
get at the factory, and that is im- 
possible. 


If there is any legislation that 


will give them .relief I certainly hope 
they get it. The New England states 
are alarmed over the fact that the 
liigli cost of living in that cold cli- 
mate more than offsets the' cheap 
power they use and many of their, 
plai ts ru-e moving south and west, 
ind California is their nightmare. 
The lucl bill alone is a big item and 
most of their food products come to 
them by.,traiix,aad_Uvijiii,'i»,feid:ha> 
i. 
We;, had a wonderful trip, but if 


I ever take it again I shall, plan to 
escape the initiation California gives 
us at this time of year.

Flood Control Halted— 


When factional fighting and political manipulation 


halts the flood control program of the county, as again has 
happened this week, it is natiiral to feel disgusted and dis- 
couraged, but the upper San Gabriel valley has won step 
after step in this great program, in the past, and will even- 
tually reach the goal. 


We must consider that great public projects have in- 


variably been accompanied by harassing influences, and 
that they never move in a straight line to the objective. It 
is the penalty we must pay in a republic where all the peo- 
ple insist upon being satisfied according to their own no- 
tions of public affairs. In Los Angeles, the city hall pro- 
ject was under withering fire for fifteen years, but the 
great building is now Hearing completion. 
The city has 


fought for more tha'n ten years on one improvement, the 
Tenth street project. 
Every county building we have 


erected has been done in spite of tremendous political pres- 
sure, jealousy and obstruction. 
Every mile of road we 


have built has been subjected to delay. The Colorado river 
project has" been discussed" for nearly fifteen years now, 
and is deadlocked at the present time. This is not a situa- 
tion peculiar to this state, but is nation-wide. 
The people 


ofirthis country upheld and damned slavery for forty years 
before it was abolished. 


The San Gabriel d'am, the world's greatest project of 


its kind, just at the time when it seemed to be an assured 
fact, has been held up by court injunctions and mandates, 
and the time when it can be started is indefinite, if not 
remote. There is more than concrete and iron and stone in 
the building of a dam. Elements such as political prefer- 
ence, place and power, jealousies of engineers, lawyers and 
laymen, hidden designs of powerful cliques, and ^equations 
that are invisible and unknown—all enter into this project. 
But eventually the dam will be built. It ia one of the in- 
evitable things connected with progress. 


Some of the people in our own valley who should be 


furthering and fostering this project are delaying it and 
subjecting Jt to the danger of indefinite postponmeut. Most 


,} of these: are 'honest j ••'but 'mistaken coneermngtb-e paramount 


purpose of the dam, which is that of flood control and not 
conservation of \vater behind the dam. Conservation is a 
tremendously valuable by-product of this project, but it 
is not the primary, or paramount object. 
Conservation 


can only take place through the spreading of this water 
after it has left the dam. But this fact is not understood, 
or is wilfully ignored by some groups. As time goes on it 
may be that the basic idea of flood control will become 
understood. In the meantime, we must advance us rapidly 
as all warring factions will allow, and count each step 
forward as accomplishment leading toward the eventual 
achievement of flood control.

Forest Fire Prevention— 


The United States forest service, the state forestry de- 


partment, the state motor vehicle division, the California 
Development association, together with numerous other 
bodies, are making a concerted drive this year for the pro- 
tection of California forests from fire. Each year the neces- 
sity for caution against fire becomes greater. In spite of 
year-round educational campaigns on fire prevention, there 
seems to be little improvement in the annual fire situation. 
Every year hundreds of acres of valuable timber are swept 
by fire; hundreds of acres of grain are laid waste, mostly 
through the carelessness or criminal negligence of man. 


Each session of our state legislature is marked by the 


passage of fire-prevention laws; government, state and 
local authorities are cudgeling their brains continually to 
find solutions of the fire problem and each year some for- 
ward step is made, but in spite of every effort the demon 
fire continues to spread devastation throughout the state. 
Just as soon as the people begin to strike into the moun- 
tains they leave a trail of fire and destruction in their 
wake. 


As a result the government is gradually tightening up 


on its restrictions in national forests and the state may be 
forced to do likewise, with the result that the people will 
eventually find themselves restricted in their use of the 
forests to authorized camping grounds where there Avill be 
men in charge. Already the conservation department of 
the California Development association, with the coopera- 
tion of the United States forest service, has completed a 
survey of campground facilities of national forests in the 
state, which survey indicates the immediate need of 303 
well improved campgrounds for the reduction of man-caus- 
ed fires. At the present rate of appropriations granted the 
United States forest service, it will take twenty years to 
complete such a program unless other means can be found. 


A new ruling has been issued by the United States 


forest service requiring all campers entering national forest 
lands to be equipped with a shovel and axe. Thus supplied 
the camper is in a position to assist greatly in lessening fire 
losses, as he will be equipped to handle small fires he may 
discover before they have an opportunity to spread. 


Cooperating with the United States government and 


the-state, the big electric, oil, telephone and kindred com- 
panies are actively spreading the gospel of fire protection, 
not. only in California, but throughout the west. It but 
remains for every individual to do likewise; to acquaint 
himself with the laws and regulations calculated to prevent 
fire and then live up to them. 


The fields and forests are ripe now for harvesting the 


annual fire crop. In another month the danger will be still 
greater. This is the camping season. Thousands arc ilock- 
ing to the mountains for their yearly outing. Most of them 
are ignorant of those things that cause fire. 
If every 


thoughtful citizen would make it his business to keep an 
eye on the ignorant, careless and thoughtless individuals 
who are at large in the great playgrounds of our state, and 
spread the gospel of fire prevention, a tremendous saving 
in oin- natural resources and scenic beauty could-be effected 
this summer and fall.—Berkeley Gazette.

been disloyal; had worked against 
the policies of the board, and had 
been responsible for the agitation 
leading up to the filing of the in- 
junction. 
This motion was lost, Su- 


pervisors 
McClellan, Wright 
and 


Beaty voting against Graves and 
Bean. 
Supervisor Beaty declared 


that he was against the discharge 
of Reagan "at this time, as it would 
create a great amount of ill feeling 
in the district, and would further 
hamper the flood control program." 


MORE COMPROMISE 


Attempts have been made by the 


board to ascertain from contractors 
if they would be willing to assume 
the building of the higher Reagan 
dam on tlie same basis of prices sub- 
mitted by them for the lower dam. 
One way out of the difficulty has 
been advanced, which is that of re- 
verting to the original width of base, 
of 421 feet and proceeding to build 
the dam as high as available funds 
will permit, or to such a point as 
to be sufficient for flood control and 
conservation. 


Property owners in the upper San 


Gabriel valley who have followed 
every phase of the dam controversy 
expressed themselves this week as 
thoroughly alarmed by the new at- 
tack on the plans, fearing that no 
dam at all will be built for years 
because of this seeming 
deadlock. 


It is the upper valley, or San Gab- 
riel valley proper, that suffers most 
from flood damage, it is pointed out, 
inasmuch as straightening;? of chan- 
nels, revetments and diversions have 
rendered Long Beach virtually se- 
cure from damage, and flood waters 
of the San Gabriel no longer flow 
into Long Beach harbor. 


Under the most favorable condi- 


^tions it is not thought probable that 
work on the dam itself can be start- 
ed within a year from present date, 
even if all difficulties are composed, 
and it is predicted that an even 
longer period may elapse before 
work can be actually in progress. 
In the event that the courts compel 
a return 
to the original 
Reagan 


plans, it will mean new advertising 
for bids. 
At such a point the or- 


ganization-hostile to the Reagan 
plans declare they "will step in and 
enjoin.

Many interesting facts about the 


ostrich, that peculiar bird that does 
not fly and is as tall as a horse, are 
related by those who come in contact 
with them daily. A keeper "of one 
of the several ostrich "farms" of 
southern California is authority foi 
the following statements: 


Ostriches live to be about forty 


years old in captivity, but m$iny 
years older—sometimes as much' as 
seventy—in 
their 
native 
deserl 


homes. The male bird selects his own 
mate, and she becomes his close com 
panion for life. When either dies 
the other remains true to his or hei 
memory the remaining years. 


The female birds lay from ten to 


fifteen eggs during the laying seasoi 
and no more are laid until the fol 
lowing year. 
At nesting-time the 


bird scoops a hole in the bare ground 
about a foot deep and three feet 
across. 
When the female bird has 


laid her quota of eggs she covers 
them in daytime and the male bin 
sits on them at night. It takes six 
weeks for the eggs to hutch and, al 
though this is usually done in incu 
bators witu captive birds, and tin 
little chicks are raised by hand, i; 
let alone the pair of birds will care 
fully tend the eggs before hatching 
and tenderly care for the young bird:- 
afterward. The mother bird carcfullj 
helps the little ones out of thei 
tough covering, when the proper timi 
has arrived, by pressing her breas 
against the shells. The little bird., 
then run with their parents, and i 
the mother bird should die or be 
killed the male will "mother" then 
faithfully. 


The ostrich does not lay until slu 


is about four and a half years old 
The size of an ostrich egg is fain 
iliar to most people, but comparative 
ly few have seen the newly-hatchet 
chicks. When first out of the sliel 
they are about equal in sixe to a hair 
grown lien, and after that grow u 
the rate of about a foot a mouth fo 
the first, two or three months. Whei 
u year old the young ostrich lias at 
Hiine'l its full height, but it does n 
attain its full weight for about twi 
yea r.-i. 


An ostrich is a trick - and ofttime 


vicious creature and 
visitors are 


never allowed to mingle freely with 
the captive birds. Many, thought, 
become quite gentle, and the major- 
ity will reach over the 
confining 


wire fence of their enclosures und 
take from a friendly hand the prof- 
fered orange or other dainty. 


A never-failing amusing sight is 


that of a small orange, apple, or ball 
of chopped alfalfa slipping gradually 
down the long, scrawny necks of the 
ungainly birds, as they raise and. 
-stretch upward their peculiarly small 
and (nit of proportion heads. 


Their little eyes are 
extremely 


bright and many an unwary visitor 
has seen his favorite watch charm or 
lodge emblem disappear down thesu 
name giraffe-like iiecks, while trying 
to iiispect too closely the makeup of 
this producer of his wife 'a or 'moth-
